Arab, African ministers 
score Zionism as racist 


DAKAR, — Arab and African for- 
eign ministers meeting ‘here to pre- 
pare for the first <Arab-African 
summit have adopted a draft de- 
claration condemning colonialism, 
Zionism and apartheld. 

The text was adopted iate Wed- 
nesday night despite the reserva- 
tlons of the Ivory Coast delega- 
tion, which had objected to the 
word "Zionism." 

The declaration condemned “im- 
perialism, colonialism, neo-colonial- 


jsm, Zionism, apartheid and all 
other forma of racial and religious 
segregation and discrimination, not- 
ably in Africa, Palestime and the 
Pecupied Arab territories.” 

The declaration echoed the terms 
of a resolution adopted last year 
by the UN General Assembly, de- 
nouncing Zionism as a “form of 
facism and religious discrimina- 
tion.” The Ivory Coast was one 
of the few Third World countries

Fisher more hopeful about funds

EGYPT'S new milltary agreement 
with China would seem to give the 
lie — at least to some extent — 
to President Sadat's recent’ claim 
that, without Soviet spares, his 

arms will turn to “junk.” 

Officials in Jerusalem who pointed 
this out yesterday stressed that 
they were by no means certain 
that Egypt's Soviet source of arms 
supplies had indeed totally dried up. 
But if it had, China could step in 
to fill the gap in significant ways. 
--(China is already reported to 
have supplied Egypt free of charge 
with 30 jet engines and spare parts.) 

The Israel officials added that a 
Sino-Egyptian ‘arms supply relation-

Surviving Savoy terrorist '

LOD. — The lone survivor from 
the eight-man Arab terrorist gang 
that attacked Tel Aviv's Savoy 
Hotel last year — Mussa Altalalka, 
24 — told a military court here 
yesterday that he and his comrades 
had aimed to capture hostages to 
for fellow terrorists in 
Israeli jails. But the Jordsnian 
Fatah member pleaded that they 
had not intended to kill anyone. 


Besides the terrorists, 11 people 
were Killed in the March 5, 1975 
attack. Reports at the time said 
the terrorists had killed three of 
their victims as they shot their 
way in from the beach where they 
had landed in a rubber dinghy 
near midnight. 

Altalalka had been preceded to 
the stand by the four men caught 
the day after the attack off Tel 
Aviv in what security forces said 
was the terrorists’, mother ship. 
The operation alleged commander, 
Hamed Darwish, (a Syrian citizen)

PARIS. — President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing yesterday took 4 
firm Une with France’s striking 
students, pledging to maintain the 
education reforms they oppose and 
warning them they risk forfeiting 
thelr university degrees. 

In his first formal press confer- 
ence for 18 months, he called on 
France's 800,000 students to return 
to classes or face the consequences. 

Just as workers lost their pay 
when they went on strike, 90 stu- 
dent strikers ran the risk of being 
barred from taking their examin- 
ations late mext month, the Pre- 
sident stated. 

Be ssid he had no fears that 
the present wave of student unrest 
maight develop into a repetition of 
‘the May 1968 student-worker upris- 
ing which almost overthrew General 
de Gauile's government. 

“There is no reason to withdraw 
the reforms, They will not be mo- 
dified,” he declared. 

As he spoke, some 10,000 high 
sehool and college students staged 
a protest march in Parls as a 
prelude to mass demonstrations or- 
ganized here for today against the 
government plan to tailor univer- 
sity courseg to industrial needs. 
A counter-demonstration anti- 
strike students drew only about 
1,000 supporters. 

A newspaper public opimion poil 
showed that less than half of the 
Frenchmen canvassed believed that 
Giscard could manage a crisis like 
that of the 1968 riots. The poll had 
48 per cent expressing confidence 


in the President, a drop of two 
per cent in a month. 

Giseard also said yesterday that 
the current attempt of the French 
Communist Party to dissociate 
itself from the Soviet Union 15 only 
an electoral tactic, 

Replying to a question, the Presi- 
dent said the Communist Party “for 
the first time in a long time has 
had the idea it can accede rapidly 


to the responsibilities of govern-— 


ment and it now conducts all its 
actions in this direction. 

“The self-proclaimed transforma- 
tions by the French Communist 
Party are an electoral tactic,” he 
said. 

He cited two examples of what he 
called “proof’ of this assertion: 
@ Dropping the dictatorship of the 
proletariat phrase. “It disap- 
peared in a few days without discus- 
sion,” he said, “because it seemed 
like a suttable tactic.” 
@ The apparent move by the Com- 
munists away from the Soviet 
Union “only on questions that could 
touch the French electorate.” ‘Thus, 
he went on, the Soviet Union's An- 
gola policy was never challenged, 
while the French party made state- 
ments dealing with the Soviet atti- 
tude on civil liberties. 

Giscard complained that the Com- 
munists and their Socialist allies 
had refused all dialogue with the 
government majority. “I think 
that's projecting a bad image of 


France... This attitude is ta be 
condemned and criticized.”

S. Africa denies halting 


military aid 
CAPE TOWN. — South African 
Prime Minister John Vorster yes- 
terday denied m Parliament that 
Gouth Africa has decided to halt 
military aid to neighbouring white- 
ruled Rhodesia.

future. 

The South African leader also 
denied meeting with Rhodesian de- 
fence Minister PiK.

Vorster aaid van der Biji was in 
South Africa last month ‘but had 
held no discussions with senior of- 
ficials.

Vorster pointed ‘out that rich 
countries are normally able to look 
after themselves economically while 
poor countries are financially sup- 
ported by wealthy nations and funds 
from international organizations. As 
@ result, middle ranking countries 
suffer, he said. 

‘le said it had long been his 
view that differences in political po- 
licy or outlook should not be a bar 
to economic cooperation. " 

“South Africa..and Israel would 
draw mutual ‘benefit ‘from their 


agreement, he predicted, and it was 


an example which could be foliow- 
ed by other “middie ranking 
powers.” . 

Vorster said that under the agree- 
ment with Israel the two nations 
would cooperate on agricultural 
methods, cattle diseases and “nu- 
merous other matters,” including a 
possible scheme for desalination of

The explosion wrecked the fifth 
and sixth floors and knocked out 
windows and doors on the fourth, 
littering the street below with 
shattered glass. 

Cuba has been a source of con- 
troversy in Portugal since Fidel 
Castro sent more than 10,000 
soldiers to Angola to fight for the 
pro-Soviet MPLA guerrilla move- 
ment. There are hundreds of thou- 
sands of Portuguese refugees in 
Portugal who blame the Cubans 
for the loss of their homes, status 
and livelihoods. 

Riot police in heavy protective 
gear sealed off the building where 
the Cuban Embassy is housed. A 
large crowd gathered out front and 
a young man with a moustache led 
some of them in a chant of “Death 
to Fascism” before police pulled 
him from his perch on the ladder 
of a fire truck. 

Security reinforcements were im- 
mediately deployed at all key em- 
bassies and the Foreign Ministry 
issued a statement strongly con- 
demning “all terrorist action.” 

The statement promised adequate 
protection to all diplomatic missions 
in Lisbon. 

The explosion came just three 
days before Portuguese vote in the 
first free parliamentary elections in 
50 years, 

One official source commented: “I 
am sure we can expect further 
such attacks between now and Sun- 
day, They are extremely hard to 
stop, despite all security precautions 
we may take.” 

Official "sources indicated they be- 
lieved the bomb attack was the 
work of right-wing extremists.

possibly In June, 

Although the pro-U.S. Christian 
Democrats have refused to consider 
any government role for the in- 
creasingly powerful Communists, 
they agreed recently to consulta- 
tions with the opposition party on 
major policy.

THE ANT-LIKE operation produced 
some absurd results. Even from the 
tower, I could’ see complete and 
heavy engi engine assemblies lying on 
flat ground, 85 if placed with great 
care with not a crater or skid mark 
to indicate that they had fallen from 
the skies. But the Bulgarians did not 


succeed in removing all the 
evidence. Enough remained on the 
ground for the trained and expert 
eyes of the Commission to see what 
had happened, enough to reveal the 
full extent of this unprecedented 
massacre in the skies. 

All of it was confirmed by Greek 
Intelligence officers, headed by the 
friendly and helpful Major Rogakos 
of the Greek Third Army, and even 
by eye-witnesses on the Yugoslav 
side. In Bulgaria, the stern-faced of- 
fieers and their’ subordinates 
prevented the Israeli Commission 
and the diplomats from Sofia from 
interviewing even a single witness. 
The official excuse: ‘They weren't 
here when it happened." 

T was the only journalist in the 
world who had made it to the scene 
— on either side. Reporters coming 
trom the Yugoslav side had been 
stopped at Skoplje, and sent back to 
Belgrade. The Bulgarians weren't 
going to permit any reporters 
anywhere near the border. And the 
Greeks had only made one exception 
to NATO rules — me! I knew the 
truth, and it was very different from 
what the world had been believing 
for three and a half days. 

Certain members of the Greek in- 
telligence team played back for me 
their recordings of radio traffic 
between the Bulgarian Air Force 
command post in that sector and the 
four fighter pilots in the air. What I 
Jearned from those tapes was that 
only two, at most, of the pilots flying 
Mig-15s with Bulgarian markings 
were Bulgarians.

Moreover, I had the reason for the 
scemingly insane attack on an un- 
armed Constellation.

THAT EXPLAINED the first order 
to Stan Hincks. But the plane had 
stemed to veer back towards the 
corridor, and even the Greek end of 
it, prompting the next clear order in 
Russian: ‘Shoot it down!"

My Greck major's Jeep got us to 
sleepy Salonika's telegraph office at 
3 a.m. Our furfous knocking on a 
closed wooden door finally woke the 
operator, whose English was next to 
nil. The major helped convince him 
get his Morse machine ready for 
transmission. I sat in a corner, typ- 
ing one “‘take" after another, ban- 
ding each in turn to the operator 
together with a Greek coin as token 
of my appreciation. The stuff hit the 
“"Ma‘ariv” office with the impact of 
a major earthquake. 

This was where Dr. Carlebach 
showed bis greatness as an editor. 
Without any other report or evidence 
to corroborate my atory, he ordered 
it splashed as a banner. 

Not long afterwards. the 
Bulgarians changed their tune. They 
had initially expressed their regret, 
but blamed the El ΑἹ pilot. even in- 
sinuating that being British — and 
an ex-RAF wing commander to boot 
— he had deliberately flown a spy 
mission over Bulgarian territory. 
Now they admitted their full respon- 
sibility, and offered to pay damages, 
which they finally did — 18 months 
later! They also allowed the remains 
to be sent, via Istanbul, for burial in 
Isracl. When the grisly shipment 
arrived for burial in a mass grave, 
because identification proved im- 


’ possible, the bags were found to con- 


tain only those bones untouched by 
bullets.

MY PRAYERS for an Israeli 
production made in colour two 
weeks ago were answered with 
startling and impressive speed:

Zvi Gil, of Israe] Television, 
said that this was the first full- 
length feature in colour com- 
missioned by Israel Television, 
and that the cost had been 
astonishingly low, even by Israeli 
standards. 

The project was born when 
English stage producer and direc- 
tor, Irene Shubik during a visit to 
Israel, was sold the idea of con- 
verting Yigael Yadin's book on 
Bar Kochba into a film. She wrote 
the script and directed the film 
herself, with Naomi Kaplansky as 
producer, and a very good job 
they made of it. 

As she explained at the end of 
the preview, the main problem 
she faced was how to present on 
the screen the efforts of the 

. Jewish rebels to withstand the in- 
vincible Roman legions. One way, 
as she indicated, was to produce a 
Cecil B. De Mille epic, with 
thousands of extras and super- 
colossal effects. Not having the 
means for this ‘‘realism,"' she had 
to rely on pricking the imagina- 
tion of viewers. Shakespeare, it 
will be recalied, faced a similar 
problem in ‘‘Henry V,"’ when he 
wanted to cram the great battle of

SHE ALSO relied, less successful- 
ly, on music, mainly the trumpet’s 
loud clangour, which I found 
bloodcurdling initially, hut 
wearisome and exasperating as it 
went on and on. It is true that 
war is a noisy business, but, since 
she had plumbed for imagination 
rather than realism, she could 
have left us to imagine we were 
hearing the chaos of war and the 
sereams of the wounded instead of 
blaring at us. 

‘This was, I thought, the only 
weak spot in the reconstruction of 
the doomed but magnificent 
Revolt. For the rest, we 
shared the anguish of the heroic 
but hopeless rebels as the ruthless 
Severus brought all the might of 
Rome to bear on them. 

Parallel with this effort to bring 
Bar Kochba to life for us through 
suggestion, she brought us a 
realistic documentary about 
Yadin’s archaeological pursuit of 
the Son of a Star. In fact, the most 
successful aspect of the film was 
the cunning blend of the two 
hunts, that of Severus after those 
Jewish bandits who had dared to 
revolt against Rome, and that of 
Yadin and his cohorts after the 
evidence that the hero of Jewish 
fables and literature really ex- 
isted.

Journey to faraway places 


I PUT DOWN ny last soggy, straw- 
less brick in the Land of Pharoah 
and got out while I could. Not for me, 
padding across the desert just to set-~ 
tle down next door. If I was going 
places, I was golng far.

Short of funds, the best I could do 
was Click on my transistor radio to 
“The Seven Muses,"" a monthly 
series about ancient cultures, on the 
Army programme, Saturday at 5.05 
p.m.

Indian Jewry seems 


reluctant 


DRASTIC RETHINKING its re- 
quired concerning the future of the 
Jews of India. This is the conclusion 
of Prof. Danie! J. Elazar of Bar-Han 
and Tempie Universities, who has 
just revisited India after an absence 
of five years. On hia previous visit he 
found an ‘‘alfya’’ mood in the air; 
large numbers were preparing to im- 
migrate to Israci and the general 
feeling was that the end of the com- 


Today it is quite different. There 
has indeed been considerable aliya 
but the bulk of the 7,000 Jews who re- 
main intends to stay. The communi- 
ty Is stabilized and even the numbers 
have changed little in recent years 
as emigration has been offset by a 
high birthrate. This situation calls 
for new policies towards Indian 
Jewry on the part of the rest of world 
Jewry, including Israel. Instead of 
thinking of how to help Jews leave. 
concentration now should be on the 
strengthening and consolidation of 
the community in India. There 15. no 
rabbi in the entire country, few haz- 
sanim (and those few are all self- 
taught), no Hebrew teachers and 
only one emissary from Israel. The 
building up of Jewish education and 
assistance with religious, cultural 
and soctal life is an urgent im- 
perative, 

From a conversation with Prof. 
Elazar and from other sources, the 
following picture emerges of Indian 
Jewry today. 

Six thousand of India's Jews live in 
Bombay. Of the other 1000, a few 
hundred live in Poona and the sur- 
roundings, 200 in Calcutta, a few 
score in Cochin, @ small group in 
Delhi, and the others in scattered 
places. The numbers have dwindled 
from about 26,000 after World War IT 
due to the attraction of Israe! on the 
one hand, and the pull of the English- 
speaking countries for the richer and 
more sophisticated Jews, on the 
other, 

Assimilation is limited. For most 
of the Jews, who are in the lower 
middle-classes, there is no one with 
whom to assimilate, expecially in 
view of the strong caste tradition. 
There is, however, a small stratum 
of well-educated upper middle-class 
Jews who are quite assimilated to 
their counterparts. Occupationally, 
ἃ considerable proportion of India's 
Jews consists of white-collar 
workers and same are in the 
professions. Of course, there are also 
shopkeepers, traders, etc. All closely 
identify with Israel] and all have 
relatives living here. There are few 
who have not visited Israel, at least 
once. Some have tried to settle here 
but have not ‘succeeded and returned 
to India. 

There are cases of intermarriage. 
Some of these couples raise their 
children as Jews and some do not. 
While there is a great deal of friction 
between the multitude of groups in 
India, the Jews for their part feel no

SETTLEMENT POLICY 


WHILE VISITING the new settlements in the Jordan Valley 
on the last dey of Pesseh, Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
served notice that the River Jordan is — and is to remain — 
Israel's security border. The settlements of the Valley, he 
assured their residents, form a line of defence for the State; 
there would be more such civilian settlements, and all of 
them would be there for keeps. 

Mr. Rabin also indicated that settlement would proceed, with 
the backing and support of the Government, in the Golan 
Heights, around Jerusalem, the Hebron Hills, the Rafah Ap- 
proaches, and Ophira (Sharm e-Sheikh). 

The Prime Minister's remarks were not made off-the-cuff ; 
they were deliberate, and they were well-timed. ‘There was 
no startling novelty in them, to be sure. The definition of the 
Jordan as the country’s security border dates back to the 
late Levi Hshkol. The notion that Israel will not give up the 
entire Golan Heights under any circumstances is part of the 
nationsl consensus. The Alignment’s “oral law” already em- 
braced the other areas mentioned. And it need hardly be 
reiterated that the status of Jerusalem is beyond any legitim- 
ate dispute, as far as Israel is concerned. 

But the entire problem of settlement beyond the “green 
line” is now slated for high-level discussion, first within the 
Alignment — that debate has just started — and shortly 
afterwards within the Government. The debate would aim at 
laying down a firm and consistent policy, which would be 
fitted into the overall design of Israel’s agenda for peace with 


Certainly the Prime Minister's views will weigh for a great 
deal in the final outcome. Mr. Rabin appears to be staking 
out 8 claim to the middle-road between “‘maximalists” and “min- 
imalists." By carefully excluding the bulk of Judea and Sa- 
maria from his list of areas scheduled for settlement, he has 
clearly rejected the slogan of “national patrimony” as a viable 
basis for a national policy. He has lent no encouragement to 
the followers of Gusah Emunim, nor to those cabinet mem- 
bers who merely find no biblical sanction for banning Jewish 
settlement in any part of Eretz Yisrael. 

At the same time Mr. Rabin has taken an unequivocal stand 
against the conception — now the official American doctrine, 
in fact — which presumes to find sufficient security for Israel 
in merely slight modifications of the old 1949 armistice fron- 
tier. The “green line’ may not be “a sear on the face of the 
homeland,” as one minister has suggested, but it is certainly 
a military absurdity under any conditions. It is completely 
unacceptable both as.a future border, and as the limit of 


It should come as no surprise if Mr. Rabin’s essentially 
moderate views win a large measure of acceptance, and emerge 
as binding Government decision. They will, of course, be 
challenged on both sides: while “hawks” may attempt to en- 
large the area of settlement beyond the confines of Mr. Ra- 
bin’s tentative map, “doves” are likely at least to question 
the wisdom of treating every single settlement as non-nego- 
tiable. Mr. Rabin himself, after all, has indicated that some 
of the existing settlements on the. Golan Heights could be 
removed in a full-fledged peace agreement with the Syrians.

Exploiting Elazar’s death 


DAVAE (Histadrut), discussing the

ΜΕ. BEGIN attributes to me the 
statement that it would be a 
“courageous decision’ to “evict" 
the ‘settlers of Elon Moreh.” All the 
words in quotation marks fal] under 
the heading of inaccuracy by 
ealeulated misquotation. This is not 
a very elevated political habit. It 
goes far to explain why the elec- 
torate has withheld its confidence 
from the Herut party in every sort of 
political weather for nearly three 
decades. 

There is as yet no “settlement” at 
Elon Moreh and no decision to es- 
tablish one. Mr. Begin and I must 
surely accept the Government’s 
word on this factual point. When Mr. 
Rabin and Mr. Peres agree on 
something let us endorse their har- 
mony before it is too late. At the mo- 
ment they both tell us that there are 
civilians in an army camp awaiting 
a decision about their future. 

To ask civilians to avoid perma- 
nent residence in an army camp is 
not “eviction,” but normality. What 
I have proposed is that instead of liv- 
ing unproductively in an army 
headquarters in Samaria, the 
sincere Zionists at Kaddum should 
be offered the opportunity of 
pioneering settlement In a place 
which the Government judges 
desirable for such settlement — 
whether it be In Galilee, the Negev, 
Golan, the Jordan Valley, or 
elsewhere. 

I certainly de not believe that it 
would require “courage” for the 
Government to insist that a decision 
to settle in Samaria belongs to the 
public responsibility, and not to the 
domain of private choice. What is 
required here is not a special 
“courage,” but a normal quota of 
sovereign gelf-assertion. 

I could respect a candid decision 
by the Government to settle all over 
Samaria, although I would regard it 
as ἃ monumental mistake. I would 
respect a candid decision by the 
Government to follow the policy 
adopted when Mr. Begin was a 
Minister, namely, to avoid 
establishing any settlements In 
Samaria. What neither he nor I 
should respect is a passive surrender 
of jurisdiction in a matter affecting 
Israel’s social identity, its inter- 
national relations, and the dispost- 
tion of its security forces.

Mapam looks to Labour ‘doves’ 


IN THE Alignment Executive talks 
that began yesterday, Mapam ex- 
pects to find support among the 
Labour ‘‘doves" in its bid to change 
the Alignment agreement. The 
resolutions of the Mapam, political 
committee urge a ical turn to a 
“peace initiative,’ which would in- 
volve considerable territorial con- 
cessions in the West Bank.’'

There was disappointment in 
Mapam over Labour's Leadership 
Bureau decision that the talks on the 
future of the Alignment would be in 
the framework of the Alignment Ex- 
ecutive.

Does Mapam have any indication 
that its peace plan would be accept- 
able to the Arabs?

It would be useful if, after 
his own prolonged and talented ef- 
forts, he would give us the names of, 
say, half a dozen Senators who 
belleve that Israel's long-term 
security requires or justifies a per- 
manent Israeli jurisdiction over the 
million Arab non-citizens in the area 
which all Israeli governments 
(including that In which Mr. Begin 
served) have decided not to bring un- 
der Israeli law. 

It would be even more helpful if 
Mr. Begin would ‘cool it" — to use 
another post-contemporary exprea- 
sion. He still has a tendency to 
mount his figurative horse — or 
motor-cycle — and threaten us all 
with “a bloody adventure of which 
there has never been one more 
dreadful." 

"The talk of “blood” is worse than 
frivolous. Jf the Government 
decides not to have any settlements 
in places where it thinks them un- 
desirable there will be no “blood.” 
To helieve otherwise ls to assume the 
absurdity that idealistic Zionists, or, 
for that matter ordinary patriotic 
eltizens, would forcibly resist a 
legitimate injunction by their own 
Government in a matter falling 
within the public jurisdiction.
